REMARKS 

At the outset, Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for indicating that Claim 1-8 are 
allowable on the present record. 

Claims 1-10 are pending in this application. By this Amendment, claims 9 and 10 are 
being canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Applicants earnestly request that the 
Amendment be entered after Final Rejection since it involves only the cancellation of claims. In 
view of the Examiner's indication that claims 1-8 are allowable, Applicants respectfully submit 
that the application stands in condition of allowance. 



Claim Rejections 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. $ 102/103 

A. Response to rejection of claims 9 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 5102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as obvious over Segalini. 

Response to the rejection of claims 9 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over GB 1482148 of Segalini 
("Segalini"). 

The Examiner has maintained the Rejection for the reasons set forth on page 3 of the 
previous Office Action, and an interpretation of Applicants' claims 9-10 and Segalini's Sheet 1. 
Applicants disagree with the Examiner's conclusions as to each of these, however solely to 
further prosecution, Applicants have canceled claims 9-10 without prejudice or disclaimer, 
thereby rendering this Rejection moot. 
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Applicants respectfully request that a timely Notice of Allowance be issued in this case.
